BLOWN UP BY GAS. 


A Frightful Explosion in Pittsburg in Which 
Several Livesare Lost. 

PirtspurG, Pa., January 31.—Three explo- 
sions of natural gas occurred this morning 
near Thirty-fourth street on Pennsylvania av- 
enue. Six people ate reported killed, twenty 
injured, and from six to eight houses 
wrecked.

Thesharp set of fellows who manip- 
ulated Denver and Rio Grande up to one hun- 
dred and ten or thereabouts, 
sold a great lot of stock to Keene, and 
he was compelled to take more 
to hold the price against their raids when they 
had eold it short. He never was cunning 
enough to conceal his operations, and the 
sharks of the street marked him from the first. 
He was indiscreet enough to quarrel with Jay 
Gould and to threaten him, and Gould there- 
after did not count him asa friend. It is very 


‘much better for a young Wall street man to 


have Gould’s friendship than his enmity. And 
so Keene floundered until his money was gone.

The Murder of Captain Armstrong. 
Lonpon, January 31.—The inquest in the case of 
Captain Armstrong, who was killed by his crew on 
board the British bark Wellington, last Monday, 
was resumed at Plymouth this evening. The pro- 
ceedings were much delayed by the very suspi- 


cious circumstances which was reported of the 
Wellington, just as the coroner was about to com- 
mence the hearing. Last night the bark was 
found stuck fast in mud at her anchorage. Tugs 
were procured, and she was pulled off, and an- 
chored elsewhere. This morning the craft was 
found away from the sitejot the second anchorage, 
and stranded upon ‘the beach directly 
under Plymonth harbor, between the city and the 
sound. She was cleared offa third time, anchored 
and then placed under surveillance. The police

JUDGE REESE’S LETTER. 

We published on yesterday an admirable 
paper from ithe pen of Hon. William M. 
Reese on the state’s finances, taken from the 
Augusta Chronicle and Constitutionalist ol 
the 28th. The prominent part taken by 
Judge Reese for the past ten or fifteen years 
in the legislation of the state and in all pub- 
lic questions affecting the policy of the state 
government, and his recognized ability asa 
Jawyer and man of affairs, render any con- 
tribution on this subject from his pen one of 
special yalue to the people. It will be seen 
from acareful reading of the article that 
public expectation has not been 
disappointed in this respect. His 
views as. to the necessity for 
maintaining the high credit of the state and 
keeping its finances in a proper condition by 
adequate taxation,‘will meet the approval of 
the intelligent people of the state. Sound 
finances not only bave a practical bearing on 
ihe conditicn of the state treasury, but on 

ll financial interests in the state, private 
‘nd corporate. Anything which affects the 
edit of the state injuriously, or brings the 
manegement of the state finances into dis- 
eredit, affects injuriously the financial stand- 
ing of aj! the people of thestate; and for that 
reason, if the legislature has not carried into 
effect the suggestions of Governor McDaniel 
in his message as to its duty—to make ample 
provision by taxation for all the legitimate 
wents of the state treasury—it certainly 
will be expected todo it at the adjourned 
session in July; and Time Coystitcrion will 
be found insisting upon the discharge of this 
duty. Judge Reese in his article sets forth 
clearly the scheme of the constitution of 1877 
forthe management of the finances of the 
state, which seems to contemplate the pay- 

vent of $100,000 annually of the principal of 
the public debt by taxation, or from other 
sources of revenue to the state, and theappli- 
cation of the proceeds of the sale of all public 
property of the state to the payment of the 
principal of the public debt, in addition to 
the annual reduction of $100,000. In view 
of this policy of the constitution, he com- 
plains at the action of the legislature in pro- 
viding in the bond bill for the issue of $91,- 
000 of the bonds to pay for $91,000 of 8 per 
cent bonds, which fall due in 1855, instead of 
providing for the payment of those bonds by 
taxation. 

Without entering into a minute discussion 
of the question, it is proper to bear in mind 
that the legislature may have been influenced 
in this action by a fact which has not been 
mentioned by Judge Reese in his article, but 
which, it seems to ur, is worthy of consider- 
ation. The constitution of 1877 practically 
went into effect at the beginning of the year 
is78. The bonded debt of the state at that 
time was $10,044,500, as shown in the treas- 
urer’s report. The amount of interest 
paid for 1878 was $723,338, The 
bonded debt of the. state on the 
Ist of October, 1854, was $8,704,635. The 
interest on the public debt te be paid in 1885 
is $582,121. From this\it will appear that 

- the principal of the public debt for the seven 
years during which time the state has lived 
under the constitution of i877 has been 
reduced $1,939,865, and that the annual in- 
derest charged upon the state gn account of 


> . 


the public debt in the same period has bern 
reduced $141,417. 

The only public property sold in that time 

as the Macon and Brunswick railroad, for 
which the state received $1,125,000. Deduct- 
ing this amount from the $1,939,865, it shows 
a reduction of the public debt of $514,000 
from sources of revenue outside of the sales 
of public property. This leaves $114,900, on 
Jndge Reese’s own argument, of excess over 
the annual reduction of $100,000 on the prin- 
cipal. It is true that $750,000 of this reduc- 
tion of principal was made by Governor 
McDaniel in requiring the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad company to 
pay the $750,009 balance due on the pur- 
ebase of the Macon and Brunswick railroad 
in the recognized bonds of the state in Feb- 
rary, 1884, and it may be true that portions 
of the earlier payments had been applied to 
interest or to the payment of the principal 
of the Nutting bonds, and it is not our pur- 
pose here to defend the action of the legisla- 
tures which provided for such use of the 
proceeds of the road. The present general 
Governcr McDaniel bad made this large re- 
duction in a single year and that the aggre- 
cate reduction of the public debt since the 
constitution of 1877 went intoeffect by his 
actionin that matter had been brought 
strictly within the letter and spirit of the 
constitution, “and inasmuch as the state 
necded the money that it was proper to take 
it into the account and give the people the 
benefit of it. Certainly it ought to be consid- 
ered that the reduction of nearly one-fifth 
of the entire bonded debt of the state in 
seven years isa rapid reduction, when it is 
considered that over $800,000 of the amount 
kas been made out of taxation. 

This the matter ought. to be 
taken into considération in passing judgment 
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not only no impropriety in issuing bonds to 
pay the $91,000 Nutting bonds of 1885, but 
that it was the proper thing for the legisla- 
ture to do under the circumstances. 
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IUDGE BOARMAN AND A GEORGIAN, 

‘‘An infamous outrage has been pnt upon 
this man by somebody. IwishI could say 
who. You are free, sir, and may retarn to 
vour home. i wish I could do more for you 
than this,”’ 

These words, spoken by Judge Boarman, of 
ihe United States court, to a revenue prison- 
er,are significant, This man had Jain in jail 
for many days. He had been subjected to 
ihe ignominy of arrest, and the expense ol 
making legal defense. He had been torn 
from his family and kept away from his 
business. When he was brought to trial 
there was no case against him. The a‘tempt 
to fix crime upon him was so transpareat 
that the judge on the bench was startled and 
shocked. Annoyed by the oppression put 
by small officials and acquiesced in by larger 
ones,on the people of rude and poor districts, 
he expressed his sense of the outrage in the 
most emphatic terms, 

It is fortunate that Judge Boarman was 
impartial enough to seeall this, and brave 
enough to express his opinion. We have 
for a long time held that the criminal affairs 
of the court were loosely conducted, to say 
tbe least, and that the weak were often op- 
pressed and those who were in the wrong 
protected. With Judge Boarman we must 
say we do not know who is to blame for this. 
It may be that itis the long*established pre- 
cedent and practices of the court rather than 
the faultof any one oflicial. But whoever 
is to blame, there is certainly much cause 
for blame. Wedo not care forthe surprise 
expressed by Judge Boarman atthe charac- 
ter of the jurors he found ready to his hand 
in the court, or in his refusing to try cases 
before such jurors, and his demand for bet- 
ter material. Nor hissummary discharge of 
aman who on a minor charge had lain in jail 
for thirty-nine days without getting a chance 
foratrial. But, when in plain indignation, 
after hearing the whole case through, he de- 
nounced as an infameus outrage the arrest, 
imprisonment and prosecution ofa clearly 
innocent map, we may begin to inquire if 
Georgians have not been subjected to a small 
and vicious oppression that was tolerated 
simply because it was not fully exposed. It 
is pretty certa,n that it is not the way they 
do things in Louisiana, and that it shocks 
the sensibilitiesof a.

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THE OKLAHAMA QUESTION. 

The collapse of the Oklahama movement 
settles nothing. The boomers were sur- 
rounded by General Hatch’s colored troops; 
they had failed to receive expected supplies; 
the bitterness of the weather added to their 
sufferings and they were compelled to sar- 
render their position and march back to their 
Kansas homes, President Arthur and Gen- 
eral Hatch have won a bloodless victory, but 
they have not changed the determination of 
the army of homeseekers to possess Oklahama., 
The movement is.deferred, and when the 
new administration is seated it will present 
itself again, either in congress or in the field. 

The issueds by no means easily decided. 
The followers of Captain Couch very prop- 
erly say that the lawscf the United States 
give them the right to settle on any lands be- 
longing to the United States when the Indian 
title is extinguished. The United States 
acquired the Oklahama lands from the Creeks 
and Seminoles in 1866. The title of the 
Creeks and Seminoles was extinguished; bat 
President Arthur in his recent message fd 
congress claims that an article in the treaties 
of 1866 with the Creeks and Seminoles cre- 
ates a trust in favor of other and unknown 
Indians. This article in the two treaties 
provides that: “In compliance with the 
desire of the United States to locate other 
Indians and freedmen thereon, the Creeks 
(or the Seminoles) hereby cede and convey to 
the United States, to be sold to and used for 
homes for such civilized Indians as the Uni- 
ted States may choose to settle thereon, the 
west half, etc.” j|§Under this article 
the president claims no part ~° of 
the territory remains free from 
appropriation, either to a trust such as we 
bave mentioned or by actual reservations, 
The bcomers claim on the other hand that 
the courts of the United States will not ac- 
cept the trust theory—that Judge Fcster has 
already decided there was no offense commit- 
ted is settling on the Oklahama lands, be- 
cause they beloyg to the United States. The

Thisis a matter that con- 
gress ind the new administration will have 
to settle, for nothing hes been setiled thus 
far; and Jet us hope it will be settled in a 
definite and equitable manner, keeping in 
view, of course, the rights of the Indians, and 
after them the rights cf those who seek pre- 
emption against the numerous Jand-stealing

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A USELESS EXPERIMENT. 

It is announced that a school of journalism 
is to be connected with the Chautauqua uni- 
versity, under the direction of the editor of 
the Christian Union. 

The course of study embraces historical, 
social and political topics. There will be ex- 
aminations, and students will be required to 
write editoriafs upon various themes. The 
school is specially designed for ‘‘young men 
of limited time and epportunities who pro- 
pore to make journalism a profession.” 

The scheme is tempting, but there is noth- 
inginit. Young men of “limited time and 
opporiunities’’ are not going to avail them- 
selves of the instruction offered by the Chau- 
tauqua university, but those who “propose 
to make journalism a profession” may. The 
former Class generally begin at the bottom of 
the ladder and work their way up. ‘They do 
not dream of “making journalism a profes- 
sion.’’ Their objectisto get into the news- 
paper business, and, once in, it 1s their ambi- 
ticn to master the business of gathering, 
arranging, shaping and presenting such news, 
information and opinions as the reading 
world demands. It is difficult for even the 
managing editor of a religious weekly =to 
teach the practical details of such a business 
to a class of youngsters who are aiming at 
learning a profession. Literary dudes may 
take to the plan, but they will be dudes when 
they graduate, and not working editors and 
reporters. The trouble is they will be mas- 
tered by their text books and teachers, 
wheress the practical newspaper man makes 
it a point to master his text books and 
teachers. 

But the experiment is not worth discussion. 
It has been partially tried without success. 
In this practical age it takes something be- 
sides lyceumsand kindergartens so makea 
newspaper man. It takes natural gifts, good 
opportunities, and untiring work. These 
remarks are intended to apply, more or less, 
to every pretended short and easy road to the 
mastery of any profession or business, The 
only safe path is long, and rough, bat it 
leads to the top.

GENERAL WOLSELEY’S PLANS. 

The luck of Lord Wolseley has not failed 
bim even in his “toughest job.’’ But as his 
plans are worked out it will probably be seen 
that luck had very little to do with them. 
He doubtless gathered at Korti an accurate 
idea of the workin hand, and he certainly 
bad an accurate notion of the means at hand 
to accomplish it. He came upto Korti, 
Jeavying the governor of Dongola behind him 
to boldall the river down to Assonan. The 
mudir of Dongola, always friend!y to the 
English, is equal to the task. 

The distance from Korti to Gubat across 
the Bahinda desert, in the loop of the Nile, 
is 190 miles; from Korti to Berber, up the 
Nile, the distance is 250 miles: from Barber 
to Gubat, about 90 miles; from Gubat to 
Khartoum, 90 miles. The task that General 
Wolseley had in hand at Korti was to get as 
s00n as possible in communication with 
General Gordon at Khartoum, to seiza and 
control the Nile above Korti, and to strike 
the Arabs if possible such severe blows that 
they would realize the impossibility of fight- 
ing English troops, 

General Stewart was” sent at the head of 
2,000 picked men acrossthe desert to meet 
General Gordon's steamers. Instead of horses 
he had camels, and he was morally sure to 
encounter unknown numbers of Arabs after 
a fatiguing maarch in the desert. It wasa 
heroic thing to do, but English valor and 
English skill proved equal to the occasion, 
and at the end of the desert campaign. the 
littie army was safely entrenched at Gubat 
on the Nile, and communication with Gen- 
eral Gordon was opened by means of the 
waiting steamers. The desert route to Korti 
is firmly held, and reinforcements have ere 
this doubtless reached General Stewari’s 
brave little army. 

But to cut across the desert and leave an 
unwhipped enemy behind would not accom- 
plish the work in hand; and so General Earle 
was sent up the river to seize Abu Hammed 
and Berber, and whip the Arabs wherever he 
finds them. If he succeeds as well as General 
Stewart did the campaign above Korti will 
bring new glory to Lord Wolseley and place 
him in a position to assume the offensive at 
Khartoum, 

After all the toil and struggle and danger 
in reaching Khartoum is over—what then? 
Is the mahdi to be pursued and whipped into 
submission?. Orishetobe lef: to himself 
while the control of the Nile is secured? Or 
is the ‘ and the Upper Nile to be aban- 
coned @id the garrison of Khartoum brought 
back in safety? Is Lord Wolseley fighting in 
other words to save a garrison or an empire?

Model Burial Ground for Atlanta. 


Those of our citizens who have not visited West 
View cemetery recently would be agreeably sur- 


| prised, if they should visit it now, by many hand- 


some improvements which have been made of 
late. Mr. Thomas C., Veale, the engineerin charge, 
has had his large force of men busily engaged in 
arranging the designs which he has mapped out, 
and otherwise improving and beautifying fhe 
splendid grounds. The entire cemetery consists 
Of 577 acres, and is . 
THE LARGEST CEMETERY IN THE UNITED STATES. 


There are now 9,1€0 feet of avenues beautifull 
leid out, and they wind in graceful curves throug 
that portion of the cemetery u which most of 
the work is, at present, being done; and 3,300 feet 
of s-wers have been completed. The ayenues are 
ae and nicely graded. Many of them have 
already been named, as follows: 

Central avenue 70 feet wide, with sidewaiks on 
either side, 17 feet in width; Laurel Hill, Spring 
Grove, Pine Wild, Dawn Side, Woodlawn, Terrace 
Hill, Battle Hill, North avenue, Mitchel! street en- 
trance, Northwest entrance, Maywood, Valley 
Way, leading from the main entrance to the re- 
ceiving tomb, and West View avenue, which en- 
circles the cemetery, and is three miles in length. 
No pains por expense are being spared to make 
the grounds as beautifulas possibte, and Atlanta 
should be proud of the efforts which are being 
made to secure so desirable a place for the repose 
of the dead. 

PERPETUAL CARE OF LOTS, 


It is the only cemetery in the south which takes 
care of the lots forall future time, and for this 
purpose the company sets aside ten per centof all 


revenues from the sale of lots. The lots are non- 
assessible, and they will always be kept in order 
without exp>nse to the owners. It is the only 
cemetery in the union, with two exceptions, that 
is run exclusively on the lawn plan, no hedges 
nor fences being allowed, and fifteen acres of lawn 
baye already been handsomely beautified. 


_ THE RECEIVING TOMB, 

It is also the only cemetery in the south having 
areceivying tomb. The tomb will be of a capacity 
sufficient to receive fifty-six bodies, and -will be 
ready in less than ninety days. It will be a house 


or vault where bodies can be placed for any length 
of time up to about three months, so as to allow 
the friends of the dead to have plenty of time to 
select a spot for the permanent interment of the 
body- Itis very much needed in Atlanta, as 
strapgers passing toand from Florida often die 
here, and frequently residents of the city die who 
have not purchased a cemetery lot. One likes to 
select a lot with care, and it cannot be done when 
a family is depressed overa death, With a receiv- 
ing vault at hand, a ae can be placed in it tem- 
porarily and permanently interred afterward. 


THE LOCATION OF WEST VIEW, 
Everyone agrees that no better selection for the 
location of a cemetery could haye.been made in 
sleecting oemesery sites the common mistake 
of getting them too small has been made; hence, 


by the natural growth ofthe city, they are soon 
crowded out. Atlanta furnishes no exception to 
this rule, The moving “spirits’’ in the West View 
cemetery enterprise who, by the way are.

This can be fitly done, not in the tumultu- 
ous din of cities, but amid the quiet 
verdure, urder the broad and cheerful light of 
heaven, where the harmonious and ever changing 
face of nature reminds us, by its resuscitating in- 
fluence, that to die is but to Jive again. Citizens 
are yet living who attended the first burials in the 
first public burial grounds in the city. The 
have iived to see more than one hallowed céeme- 
tery carefully. chosen for their quiet seclusion 
filed, neglected, abandoned, desecrated. 
Some of these have been entirely -ob- 
liteyated, and the former use of the grounds for- 
gotten or unknown, wntil impious excava- 
tors unearth the bones of those who, years and 
years ago, found a resting place in‘the bosom of 
Mother Earth. The history of the pastis a con- 
vincing evidence that the cemeteries of all pro- 
gressive cities are passing to the same certajnjdes- 
tiny. West View cemetery, by its location and 
extent, freedom from the control of mercenary 
in finences, gives the fullest assurance that the fun: 
to accumulate will beautify and elaborate these 
extensive grounds into a charming park, and the 
steady growing interest of the fund will pay for the 
ornamentation and guarding of the hallowed me- 
morial entrusted to it.

A sufficient space is also reserved for the burial 
of unknown parties, and ts known as the “‘Stran- 
ger’s Lot,’’ “God’s Acre’ is the name of a space 
reserved for paupers. There have been 176 inter- 
ments in West View up to this time. 


THE BLUE ANDTHE GRAY. 


They Join Hands and Hearts in a Noble 
Enterprise. 

A very important mecting was held in THE Con- 
STITUTION Office yesterday morning, the outcome 
of which promises to accomplish a real union of 
the blue and the gray and bind closer together 
the soldiers of the north and the south in the 
bonds of a perpetual peace. 

Some time ago we published the correspond- 
ence of Colonel John E. Lane, of the Lee camp of 
confederate Yeterans at Richmond, Va., and Ma- 
jor Sidney Herbert of this city, in regared to pro- 
posed entertainments herein behalf of a home 
for disabled confederate veteransin that city. A 


joint committee of the blue and gray was formed 
to help the movement forward. 

Hearty sympathy was developed in the matter 
and the committee was in readiness to give any 
aid possible whenever Colonel Lane brought his 
companies to Atianta. It appears, however, that 
tLe movement failed to get a good start near 
home, and he abandoned the trip at Norfolk. The 
committee was called together yesterday to be 
acquainted with this fact. The following is the 
substance of the correspondence: 

Under date of bhichmoné, Virginia, Col- 
onel John E, Lane, of the R. E. Lee camp No. 
1, confederate veterans, writes as follows in a pri- 
vate letter to Major Sidney Herbert of this city: 

‘““‘My Dear Major: I have received the Atlanta 
paperscontainipg correspondence and names of 
the gentlemen connected with t e committee to 
assist our efforts to establish a home for 
our poor worn out veterans, 
and regret exceedingly that for the 
pre sent lam prevented from visiting your noble- 

earted people. The two enclosed letters will ex 
plain themselves. Please convey to each an 
every member of the “Bluc and Gray committee”’ 
my. heartfelt acknowledgments for their generous 
offer of aid in our laudable endeavor, and I still 
hope before the matter gets cold to be able to take 
up the line of march. Many thanks’ to you per- 
sonally for your continued favors. 

In behalf of the board of visitors of the home, 
of which he is secretaryf Colonel Lane writes: ‘‘In 
accordance with the arrangement made between 
the Harris and Gienny dramatic company and the 
board of visitors of the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home, the dramatic company gaye a series of per- 
formances in Richmond and Norfolk, Va., but 
were s0 Dadly patronized that they were compelled 
to give up their engagement. The company was 
one of very decided merit and the plays well 
selected. All who witnessed their performances 
were greatly pleased, but the apathy of the people 
was such as not even to pay the current expen:es. 
I am under many obligations to you and the 
“committee of blue and gray”’’ for the kind inter- 
est taken in behalf of our cause.
